Children’s  Day  in  the  Churches.' 

“Summer  Roses,"  a  service  of  song 
and  responsive  readings  by  Hubert  P. 
Main,  was  given  in  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  last  Sunday  moruing  $y 
the  Sunday-^ohool,  under  the  leadership 
i>f  Mr.  Theodore  II.  Ward  and  the  Pas¬ 
tor.  The  Songs  and  Duets  were  feel¬ 
ingly  rendered  by  Miss  Jennie  Morris 
ami  Mrs.  K.  Walter  Morris.  Mrs.  H.  W. 
Bullautinc  acted  as  organist.  The  sing*- 
j  bv  the  school  was  executed  with 
spirit  and  shbived  the  careful  training 
of  their  leader.  Au  interesting  feature 
of  the  service  was  the  singing  of  the 
diorus,  “While  the  Birds  are  Singing," 
and  the  recitation  of  the  twenty-third 
Psalm  by  the  Infant  Class. 

The  decorations  were  especially  fine. 
Daisies,  ferns,  syringas,  pansies,  and 
other  llowers,  were  introduced  w  ith  fine 
effect.  Rows  of  daisies  and  ferns  orna¬ 
mented  the  frontal  Of  pulpit  and  organ- 
loft,  were  turned  4bout  the  gallery  jiosts, 
and  mingled  with  other  fiuwers,  were 
massed  about  the  clock  at  the  rear  ol  the 
church.

An  exercise  in  which  eight  *<*hf»larx  took 
part,  entitled  ‘'Weighing  the  choice  iu 
life,"  was  ex<-*w<fingly  inv  n  . Sting.  The 
arindhiw  ran*-  forward  witK  a  >ym- 
l*»l  representing  their  choice,  re- 
jM-ating  a  selix’tion  appropriate  to  same, 
and  were  replied  to  by  a  scholar  reading 
from  the  Bible,  o /fretting  by  scripture 
their  choice  of  Wealth,  Fame.  Power, 
etc.  The  emblems  were  then  depisiu-d 
in  one  side  of  the  scales,  while  in  the 
other  si<k*  the  Bibb*  was  placed,  which 
outweighed  by  far  all  that  had  lieen  put 
in.

The  aspirants'  for 
this  place  arc  W.  A.  Akers,  a  carpenter 
and  builder,  who  is  Captain  of  the  I)ick_ 
erson  Battery,  a  Democratic  club  organ, 
ized  last  Fall;  Adam  L.  Brown,  a  cigar 
manufacturer,  who  is  a  veteran  in  the 
ranks  of  the  Democracy;  Pierson  Hartt, 
a  book-keeper  and  accountant,  and  John 
Lockwood,  Jr.,  who  is  by  trade  a  jeweler, 
but  is  now  engaged  yi.  farming.
